As a Volunteer Examiner (VE), you are the gatekeeper 
to the integrity of the Volunteer Examiner Program. To 
that end, you must have certain qualifications and be ac- 
credited by a Volunteer Examiner Coordinator. 


To qualify to be a Volunteer Examiner, you must: 
e be 18 years of age or older; and 


e never have had your amateur station or operator 
licenses suspended or revoked; and 


e hold a valid General, Advanced or Extra Class license. 
[97.509] 


If you meet these criteria, the ARRL/VEC would like to 
hear from you. To be accredited by the ARRL/VEC, you 
must complete a training program. Examiners may be ac- 
credited by more than one VEC. VEs are not required to 
work with only one VE Team or VEC and are not restricted 
to any particular area. A VEC does not have to accept the 
services of a VE if it does not want to.

Tower Trailer Committe Chair Report 

2/06/12 

To BoD ARCEC WA6BGS

In late November a routine check of the TT which included hitching up, checking lights and brakes, operating generator 
with a load, checking fuel and oil, and operating tilt and erection. The erection was known to be inoperable in October and 
it worked when tested in December. The reason for the change is unknown. 


In January the same procedure was used to prepare the TT for delivery to Chollas Park for Kids Day. This time the erec- 
tion effort failed with the same behavior as observed in October. A methodical inspection of the motor and control wiring 
resulted in the observation of a failed terminal on position 7 (relative to up and left) of the erect operation switch. The ter- 
minal had fatigued and was broken at the molded switch body. 


A search for a switch to match this configuration was sucessful. A new switch is ordered and delivery is expected this 
week. Shipping was not rushed as it reduces the total cost of the repair. Expedited 2 Day shipping cost more than the 
switch.
